lips telegraphed the board here] "claim- 
ing obligation to Communists such that 
they must proceed. Please advise re- 
alizing that trial will receive much 
publicity due to prominence of firm. 
Will proceed with such evidence as 
cannot possibly raise issue until I 
hear from you." 


Phillips explained it had been dis- 


covered on of the men involved in 
the dismissals was closely associated 
with the Communists. The C. I. O. lead 
or at Cincinnati, Paul Fuller, he said, 
told him the dismissal case could 
not be dropped because the union's 
obligations to protect its members 
were unaffected by the fact the lat 
Icr were Communists or Republie- 
cims or anything else.

British Claim Victory 


LONDON — (If)— Groat Britain Mon- 


day night claimed North sea naval 
victories over Germany, with a British 
submarine sinking a 6-000-ton German 
cruiser, and reported a bitter air bat- 
tle over Helgoland—"the biggest air 
engagement of the war." 


In addition to sinking the one Ger- 


man cruiser, the British reported they 
had struck another 6,000-ton cruiser 
and also a heavy cruiser with subma- 
rine torpedoes. The Air Ministry an- 
nounced that 
12 German Messer- 


sehmidt fighting planes were shot 
down and seven British bombers were 
"unaccounted for" in 'fierce fighting- 
over the Helgoland Bighl area, in the 
North sea about 20 miles off Gcr- 
manys' northwest coast. 


The British reported suffering fish- 


ing and merchant losses in the North 
sea under attack by German bombers, 
listing two fishing trawlers and ti small 
coasting steamer as sunk and another 
trawler abandoned in a sinking con- 
dition. Another small steamer and two 
naval trawlers were listed as long 
overdue and believed lost.

Nazi U-boat Sunk 


The British story of the submarine 


attacks upon the German naval ves- 
sels is best told chronologically: 


Last Tuesday the 670-ton British 


submarine Salmon, under Lieut. Com- 
mander E. O. B. Bickford, sank a 
German submaine and then sighted Ihc 
520,000.000 German liner fireman on 
her way clown from her Arctic re- 
fuge port of Murmansk, Russia. The 
Salmon signalled to the Brcman to 
stop and was preparing to fire a warn- 
ing shot when German aircraft forc- 
ed her to submerge. 


On Wednesday the Salmon fired six 


torpedoes at six moving German war- 
ships, hitting the 
G.OOO-lon cru 


Leipsig with one and another heavy 
cruiser with two, operating amid a 
fleet of German vessels, including 
Germany's two largest, the 26,000-ton 
battle cruisers Scharnhorsl and Gnci- 
scnau. Only bad visibility prevented 
"annihilialion of the German fleet," 
the Admiralty observed.

In recent years the United Suites 


has imported about 518000,000,000 in 
goods of all kinds.
